Second Annual Report of the Public 
Library. 


At the beginning of the year it was voted to open the library 
two days in a week, in order to better accommodate the public, and 
it is now open Wednesday and Saturday, from 2 to 5, and from 7 
to 9 P. M. 

The librarian reports a total circulation of 1113 books for the 
year 1894. ‘These books were classed as follows: Biography, 63 ; 
Travels, 43 ; Natural History, 18; Drama, 18; Arts, 16; Miscel- 
Waneous, 13; Science, 5; History, 127; General and Juvenile 
Fiction, 810. 

Fifty dollars was appropriated last year for library purposes, and 
$35.00 has been expended, with the additionab sum of $2.85, (the 
latter amount being fines collected by the librarian.) The com- 
mittee was thus, enabled to purchase 38 books, classed as follows : 
Fiction, 21 ; Juvenile Fiction, 8 ; Biography, 3 ; History, 2; Relig- 
ion, Drama, Natural History, and Miscellaneous, 1 each. 

In making this accession, some difficulties were met with. The 
popular demand was for fiction, and as one can readily see, more 
than 75 per cent. of the books added, taking Fiction and Juvenile 
Fiction together, were of that class. In future would it not be 
Gesirable, if one has a preference, to. make it known by 
handing the names of books desired to the librarian? In that way 
more instructive books will be added, and the library will become 
a greater agency of popular education. 

Much is said regarding the usefulness of the library as supple- 
mentary to school work. In the case of a library like ours, having 
but a small annual appropriation for its support, very little can be 
done beyond awakening the interest of teachers and pupils in a 
general way to the benefits to be derived from its use. 

It is suggested in the “Second Report of Board of Library 
Commissioners,” that ‘an occasional conference between librarian 
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and teachers might result in a plan of work that would tend, not only 
to awaken an interest among pupils, but that would influence them 
to follow an instructive line of reading.” 

It is well known that through the generosity of Joseph C. Hilliard, 
Esq., a substantial and commodious library building is now nearing 
completion, and will soon be ready for occupancy. It is a matter 
of congratulation that we have been so greatly favored. In con- 
clusion, we would ask that a liberal appropriation be made this 
year in order to meet the new contingencies and prove that the 
town fully;appreciates this munificent benefaction.

School Report. 


Teachers may differ in personal characteristics and in their methods 
of discipline and instruction, and yet be equally successful in their 
work. At the same time there are certain indispensable qualifica- 
tions for success. If these are wanting, however well equipped in 
other respects a teacher may be, a failure will surely be the issue of 
the most zealous and well-meant efforts. Not every well educated 
person is “apt” to teach. ‘The most extensive acquisitions of know- 
ledge may co-exist with an utter inability to make a wise, practical 
usé of it. But itis a great mistake and’ oftentimes. anaaecmmeem 
gross injustice to decide in advance that no teacher can be success- 
ful: who is not exactly like some other teacher. It is no doubt a 
serious affliction to young pupils to see in the place of one whom 
they have loved, whose ways seemed to them perfect and to which 
they had become accustomed, a total stranger and one very unlike 
their favorite teacher. It is a misfortune in such an event that 
children do not have the help of parents and friends to soothe and 
counsel them in their disappointments, to remove their prejudices 
and to install the new teacher in their confidence and affections. 

When the school officials have made the best selection of 
teachers possible, and the teachers show a desire and purpose to do 
their best, it would seem wiser to approve and commend so far as 
possible rather than to indulge in a chronic spirit of faultfinding. 
There are perplexities and difficulties in the duties of school 
officials. School-keeping is not all play; the government of rest- 
less children, not always an easy task; to please all parents and 
neighbors, an accomplishment seldom achieved. 

It has been thought that the order in our schools has not been 
just what it ought to be. It is an open question whether the custom 
now almost universal of giving both sexes a simultaneous recess, 
has not had an unfavorable influence upon the schools. Lengthen- 
ing the time of recess has given more time for and an increase of 
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interest in play, until there seems to be a growing impression that 
the exercises of the play ground are of more importance than those 
of the school-room. In other respects the unfavorable influence 
of this custom is believed to be of a more serious character. 

The schools in the past year have not been alike prosperous. 
The disturbing and obstructive agencies may have come from out- 
side influences rather than from any causes for which teachers or 
scholars should be held responsible. 

Miss Grace G. York entered upon her duties as teacher of the 
North school at the beginning of the first term, and with unusual 
energy and success prosecuted her work through the year. 

The first and second terms of the East school were taught by 
Miss Blanche Kimball, a graduate of the Robinson Seminary and 
of the Normal class. A young lady of amiable disposition and of 
quiet and dignified manners, she proved herself worthy of a position 
in a school of a much higher grade. Compelled by an attack of 
illness to resign at the close of the second term, Miss Kimball was 
succeeded by Mr. Jewett P. Swasey, of Exeter. The term was too 
short for this teacher to make a full exhibit of his work. ‘The 
fruits of his labors will however hereafter appear. Mr. Swasey 
believes in the importance of a perfect familiarity with the rudi- 
ments or first things, laying a good foundation in the educational 
course. A visitor may have seen one scholar, the only member of 
the class, allowed to read a lesson of two pages with very few cor- 
rections by the teacher, occupying as much time as a class of half 
a dozen or more, which followed. 

Mr. Swasey often confines his reading-class to a paragraph of a 
few lines, to be read by each scholar, forward and backward, over 
and over again, until pronunciation, articulation, emphasis, accent 
and inflections have all been correctly given. If this thorough 
drill is not at first agreeable to scholars unused to it, it will surely 
be appreciated in after years. 

Under his administration also, scholars are soon taught the exist- 
ence and authority of law, and the necessity and duty of prompt 
and unquestioning obedience,—a subject matter confessedly of 
stupendous importance in our country at this time. ‘The anarchis- 
tic contagion is not known within his domain. His formula of 
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disinfection is in all cases efficacious and is hereby most cordially 
and unreservedly recommended. 

Miss Emma F. Prescott, of Kingston, a graduate of Sanborn 
Seminary, taught the West school through the year; no teacher 
could manifest a more earnest desire faithfully to perform every 
duty, or more gratitude for any helpful suggestions. She had the 
approbation of the School Board and their congratulations on her 
success in her first year’s experience as a teacher. 

During the summer vacation, each school-house received a tinted 
wash on walls and ceiling, by which the appearance of the rooms 
was much improved. 

All of the school-houses are needing repairs at an estimated cost 
of not less than two hundred dollars.
